Election/Restrictions

Group III, claim(s) 15, 17, drawn to a method of making a medicament effective to treat 
a person afflicted with SARS-CoV. 

Group IV, claim(s) 18, drawn to a suspension dosage of Scutellaria spp.. 

Group V, claim(s) 19, drawn to the use of one or more botanical raw materials in the 
manufacture of a botantical drug or dietary supplement for the treatment of SARS-CoV. 

Group VI, claim(s) 20-22, drawn to a suspension powder mixture effective as an anti- 
viral medicament. 

Group VII, claim(s) 23, drawn to a method of making a medicament for treating SARS- 
CoV comprising the use of baicalin, baicalein, chlorogenic acid, etc. 
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Group VIII, claim(s) 24, drawn to a medicament effective as an anti-viral agent from a 
list of plant families. 

Group IX, claim(s) 25, drawn to a method of treating SARS-CoV comprising 
administering to a patient a medicament as in group VIII. 



The inventions listed as Groups l-IX do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Scutellaria extract is 
known as shown by CN 144981 3A (cited by applicant-see abstract). Thus, since the 
extract from Scutellaria is known there is no special technical feature and thus there is a 
lack of unity. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

The many different types of extracts claimed, how the composition is packaged 
and what is exactly in the "drug substance" ? Applicant is required to pick specifically 
one specific type of extract (i.e. extract of claim 6 and if it is standardized against 
any markers), exactly what is it packaged in and exactly what are all of the 
components besides the extract to be in the composition (i.e. gellants, 
thickeners, etc. and specifically what gallant or thickener).
